The boy's 
father, Harry Thomson, and his older brother, John, 
18, both were away from home at the time of the shoot- 
ing. 

The boy telephoned sheriff's deputies after the 
shooting, saying; “I shot my mother. I think she’s dead. 
I'll wait here for you.”

| dead coyotes as a direct result of 
ithe pellets he had put out 

Some of these dead coyotes were 

}trom 's to 1 mile away from the 
| spot where they had picked up the 
| pellet. 
{| This time of year a large turkey 
| flock presents quite a temptation to 
he coyote and it may well be that 
you will have to take measures to 
{protect your flock. If such is the 
case get in touch with me and I 
will explain to you how to use pois- 
ons safely and effectively.
